W a s h i ng t o n C r r r , May i a — The bro nze 
statue o f the late President Garfield, designed 
by J . Q. A. Ward Mid erected in a circular 
plo t o f gro und at the fo o t o f Capito l Hill, was 
unv eiled Thursday by the So ciety o f the Army 
o f the Cumberland, which o rganisatio n had 
it co nstructed. 
The statue is o f hero ic size, 
ten feet six inches in height, and weig tis 5,000 
pounds. 
The 
granite 
pedestal, w h i c h i s 
eighteen feet in height, 
was paid for by the 
g overnment, cong ress 
hav ing 
appro priated 
$ 20,0(X) t h e r e f o r . 
Bronze ornaments and 
ami tablets adorn the 
g ranite shaft, immedi- 


t he st ude nt 
. 
ately above the three 
life-size symbolical fig ures in bronze, which 
rest u[» on g ranite brackets near the base of 
the pedestal. 
These three fig ures are in a sit­ 
ting or recumbent posture, and represent 
the 
three ty;x*s of manhood depicted in Garfield's 
career, viz., the student, the warrior, the 
statesman. Tin? three tablets placed above 
these ideal fig ures are in the form of a shield, 
on which re*t a planetary g lobe for the stu­ 
dent, a sword and trumpet for the warrior, 
and a laurel wreath inclosing the wales of 
justice for the statesman. 
The shaft, which 
is circular, is encircled by looj>ed bands of 
oak leaves, alternated with “ buckeyes” in 
bronze. 
The circular shaft, upon the top of which 
the statue rests, is divided into three panels 
by three pilastei’s, the faces of which are# or- 
namented by medalions, and the life-sized 
symbolical fig ures rest immediately under the 
bases of those pilasters. 
The inscriptions upon the g ranite shaft are 
placed.upon the three panels, making a new 
departure in this respect in monument a rt 
They are as i » -lows: Southwest face—“James 
A. Garfield, 1 31—1881.” On the southeast face 
—“M ajorGeneral U.S. V.,Memberof Cong ress, 
Senator and President of the United States of 
Am erica” On the north face—“Erected by 
His Comrades of the Society of the Army of 
the Cumberland, May 13, 1887.” One of these 
incriptions is criticised 
as incorrect, and it is 
insisted that as a mem­ 
ber of cong ress is a 
senator as well as rep­ 
resentative, 
the 
in­ 
scription should read, 
“Major General, Rep­ 
resentative 
in 
Con­ 
g ress, Senator,” etc. 
This statue, is the 
t h e s o l d i e r . 
second bronze statue raised in Washing ton by 
by the Society of the Army of the Cumber­ 
land, the eq uestrian statue o f Gen. Georg e H. 
Thomas being the first. 
The day was a perfect specimen of Wash­ 
ingto n spring weather. The sky w as clo ud­ 
less, the temperature delightful, and a light 
breeze terapei*ed the sun's ray s just’eno ugh to 
make an ideal day fo r o pen-air ceremonies. 
At an early hour in the mo rning small de­ 
tachments of regular tro o ps, militia and other 
org anizations that were to participate in the 
parade tdbk possession cf the streets. The 
m u s i c of brass bands was heard in every q uar­ 
ter. 
The whole city turned o ut to do h^uor to 
the memory of the murdered president,, and 
all the departments, the District offices and 
the city schools were closed. 
The lino of the 
the procession and the vicinity of the statue 
were crow ml with an immense throng of peo­ 
ple, and a g eneral holiday was observed. 
The 'protv:v-ion, which numbered about 
‘2,000 troops and veterans, among the latter 
being many g ray-haired, limping and'battle- 
scarred soldiers of the 
Union, started prompt­ 
ly at 11 o’clock, Gen. 
Baird being chief mar­ 
shal. Three of the four 
living commanders of 
the Army of the Cum- 
b e r 1 a n d—Sherman, 
Sheridan and 
R o s e - 
crans—occupied a car­ 
riag e in the line. Gen. 
Buell, the other living 
commander, was una­ 
ble to attend. The line 


t he s t at e sm an . 
of march lay along 
* several of the principal streets anil avenues, 
and the head of the column reached the statue 
at 1 p. m„ and Sherman, Sheridan, Itosecrans 
and Governor Curtin took their places upon 
the stand. They were soon followed by Pres­ 
ident Cleveland, escorted by Geu. Anderson 
and Secretary and Mrs. Fairchild, Col and 
Mrs. Lamont, Postmaster General Vilas and 
Secretary Lanrnr. Mrs. Cleveland came, ac­ 
companied by Mrs. Folsom, Miss Bayard, and 
Miss Welsh, just after 1 o’clock and took her 
seat beside the president’s chair. Ex-Secretary 
Windom and ex-Attorney General MacVeag h, 
of President Garfield’s cabinet, were among 
the g uests present. 
Seats hod been arrang ed in the stand for 
1,500 persons and it was profusely draped 
with bunting and the speakers’ stand was or­ 
namented with g raceful palms and potted 
plants, while a tattered battk-fiag hung 
hung from its staff at either corner. 
A pair 
of comfortable arm-chaii*s place« 1 in the cen­ 
ter of the stand were reserved for the presi­ 
dent and Mrs. Cleveland. Among the first of 
the invited g uests to arrive wen* James and 
H arry Garfield, who were escorted to seats by 
Gen. Mussey, w hile Col. Wilson performed a 
similar office for the ag ed W. W. Corcoran. 
The usual Thursday cabinet meeting was ad­ 
journed at an early hour, in order to enable 
the president and his advisers to attend the 
unveiling ceremonies. Secretary Bayard and 
Attorney General Garland were among the 
early arrivals and were seated to the left of 
Mrs. Cleveland, 
The members o f the supreme 
court of the United States came in a body, 
excepting Justices Wo o d and Harlan, and 
were seated in the first ro w o n the ldft o f the 
speaker's stand. 
The District judiciary, mem­ 
bers of the court o f claims, and District co m­ 
missioners were also present Representativ es 
of the diplo matic co rps were placed o n the 
rig ht o f the stand. 
The pro ceedings w en o pened by Marshal 
Wilso n, w ho called upo n Rev .
